Then there is still another direct 
and immediate im Tease in financial 
returns to individuals, communities 
ami the stale. 
The coming of 1.500 
new settlers into the state automat!

within the last year.

And if they cleared only It\ ** acres 
each subsequent year. ut the end of 
ten years Minnesota would have in­ 
creased the tilled soil by O2.50O acres, 
giving cue It settler an average of 55 
cleared acres. 
In this connection It 
must be remembered that the settlors 
Mr. Sherman is now obtaining are 
practical farmers, coming lo Minne­ 
sota to farm and not work part time 
in the sawmills or at other johk, so 
these land clearing figures are low, 
according to the best authorities on 
Hie subject.
